New York, May 4 (AP)—William 
H. Woodin, whose warm friendship 
for Franklin D. Roosevelt led him 
to take the helm of the treasury in 
one of the nation’s greatest crises, 
died Thursday night. 
The industrialist and composer, 
whose health had been frail in re­ 
cent years, died in a hospital of the 
ravages of a throat infection. 
He 
would have been 66 years old late 
this month. 
For seven m ontlis, through the 
strain of the national bank holiday 
and the unprecedented monetary 
I experim ents of the New Deal. Mr. 
j Woodin held to his post until last 
November, when he first obtained 
a leave of absence and finally, on. 
January I, resigned as secretary of 
the treasury. 
Close Friend Of Roosevelt 
The president, whom he called 
"Governor’’ and by whom he was 
in turn addressed as “Will,” several 
times acknowledged the value of the 
counsel and adm inistrative ability 
of Mr. Woodin. Criticism—that Mr. 
Woodin was out of sympathy with 
w hat was popularly called “Infla­ 
tionary policies" of the president 
and that the appearance of his 
nam e in the J. P. Morgan inquiry 
was em barrassing—cropped out oc­ 
casionally, but the friendship of the 
president and secretary was often I 
publicly reaffirmed. 
Not long before the end, one of 
Mr. Wooding physicians related, he 
had 
talked affectionately of the 
president. 
Got Ix*ave On November 16 
Mr. 
Wooding 
throat 
infection 
troubled him during the summer of 
1933. 
He came to New York and 
for a time virtually ran the treas­ 
ury' by telephone. 
He finally re­ 
turned to the capital, but by fall 
his condition was such that his 
d<k,*tors felt a change of climate 
was imperative. 
On November 
16 the president 
made public an exchange of letters 
in which the secretary obtained a 
leave of absence and the president 
assented while expressing the hope 
Mr. Woodin m ight eventually re­ 
turn to office. But Mr. Woodin never 
saw W ashington again. 
He went to Arizona, and finally 
on January I Mr. Roosevelt an ­ 
nounced the appointm ent of Henry* 
Morgenthau, Jr. 
He returned to New York, by co­ 
incidence, on the first anniversary 
of the Roosevelt adm inistration and 
was generous in his praise of its 
accomplishments. 
On that day he 
gave an interview while other cab­ 
inet members joined in W ashington 
in an unusual dinner to the presi­ 
dent. 
Then on April 2 Mr. Woodin suf­ 
fered a hem orrhage and was h u r­ 
ried to the M anhattan Eye and Ear 
hospital. 
Ten days afterward an 
improvement in his health was re­ 
ported. 
However, Mr. Woodin was confin­ 
ed to bed at the hospital at the out­ 
set and had b<*en critically ill for 
at least 24 hours, unconscious five 
of them, until his death at 5:15 p. 
in. Thursday. 
Wife Optimistic To Filii 
Mrs. Woodin, hopeful to the last 
that her husband would recover, was 
with him at the end, as was one 
of hts daughters. Although physi­ 
cians had told her of the seriousness 
of his condition, she remained opti­ 
mistic and hoped he could be pulled
